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TWO ADVENTURERS: 
HENRY BOWERS & CHAY BLYTH

HENRY BOWERS 

Polar explorer. Member of Captain Scott's party who perished on 
the return from the South Pole in early 1912. Born: 29th July 1883, 
05:00 LT, Greenock 55N56 4W45. Source: Birth certificate. 


Most who knew Bowers spoke in glowing terms of his fine human 
qualities, a reflection of the strong Leo side of the chart. They 
praised particularly his optimism and joie de vivre. Much biograph- 
ical description, however, seems to relate to the Gemini side of the 
chart--Moon, Saturn and Mars in this sign, and Mercury closely 
conjunct the Sun. He was very restless. When not doing something 
or moving somewhere, then he was planning to do these things. He 
had a methodical mind and took responsibility for the daily scientif- 
ic measurements on the polar expeditions. He had a great interest in 
natural history, reflecting Gemini's interest in the myriad forms of 
the real world.

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He was an ambitious man with a strong urge to rise within the 
navy, a side of him symbolized by the accented (equal) tenth house, 
and particularly Saturn here. He was healthy, strongly constituted, 
and had a passion for physical fitness. He seemed impervious to 
cold and harsh conditions. His taste for ascetic self-discipline and 
capacity to endure is perhaps most obviously mirrored in the chart 
by the Saturn-Mars-Moon stellium. The one chink in the armor of 
an otherwise intrepid man was an obsessive fear of spiders. 

He had a strong, though inner and personal religious nature. 
He recorded an event in his diary for 20 April 1902: “one night on 
deck when things were at their blackest, it seemed to me that Christ 
came to me and showed me why we are here, and what the purpose 
of life really is." He goes on to describe how from this time onward 
he was aware of an inner spiritual core. This revelation is very 
Leonine in its quality. Both this and the other significant period of 
his life, his final assault on the Pole, are rather devoid of the major 
transits and progressions we might hope for. However, transiting 
Jupiter was active at both times, being conjunct the descendant in 
the first case and opposed to natal Moon in the second. 


Naturally intelligent and wide-awake, he had also the power of 
application and attention to detail which is moral rather than mental 
in origin. 

If his brother officers... had been asked to name the characteristics 
in Bowers that most struck them, they would probably have re 
plied--his incurable optimism, his happy unconventionality, and his 
perfectly preposterous good luck. 

Socially he was hail-fellow-well-met with everyone, and yet contin- 
ued to steer his own course by his own star. His gay zest for life, 
varied interests, and restless activity... 

(His) natural exuberance of a soul in love with life. His high spirits 
were irrepressible...no one ever saw him depressed; his incurable 
optimism was the expression of an inner joy. 

Genuinely interested in his studies... for their own sake as gateways 
to knowledge.

Chay Blyth came to public attention when, along with another, he 
rowed the Atlantic in an open boat. Since then he has continued to 
pit himself against the sea, most notably during his solo, non-stop 
voyage around the world the "wrong way", that is, sailing against 
prevailing winds and currents. 

Blyth admits to a strong restlessness, to a thirst for challenge and 
adventure, and to a “morbid fear of settling down."! This is all 
most obviously reflected in a strong Jupiter, conjunct the ascendant. 
Taurus, at a basic level, is a sign that relates to the idea of the 
human being alone in life, having to face up to the challenge of a 
harsh world, and eventually wrest something meaningful from it. 
Perhaps more than anything Blyth has demonstrated the ability of 
the individual human being to triumph over the most difficult of 
circumstances, not through mind and technology, but through 
personal resource, very Taurean qualities like stoicism, fortitude, 
and dogged determination. There is a strong first house, containing 
Sun, Mercury, Saturn and Uranus, which suggests he is a man 
attempting to prove himself to himself, and also trying to generate a 
sense of aliveness by pitting himself against the challenges of the 
environment (the first house, we are reminded, has an ‘Aries' quali- 
ty to it).

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Jupiter may dream dreams, but it is Earth that makes them 
reality. This is a strong Earthy chart, with Sun, ascendant and two 
planets in Taurus. It suggests his self-discipline (and the strong 
Saturn contributes here also), and his capacity to endure physical 
hardship. Taureans often make good fund raisers, and this has been 
necessary in his case, to finance his adventures. What also helps 
here is Jupiterian enthusiasm, as the following suggests: 


It is one thing to have an idea, even to be prepared to undertake a 
formidable task; to fire other men's imaginations with the peculiar 
rightness, the necessity of such a task is something quite other. Clay 
has this quality.” 


This ability to treat as real and concrete something that is only 
potential relates to Jupiter and its signs, and indeed is at the root of 
its optimism. In Chay Blyth's case, the strong Earth and Saturn, 
conjuncting both Jupiter and ascendant, provide a good counter- 
weight and prevent the optimism and enthusiasm from degenerating 
into mere wishful thinking, or rash adventurism, as can so often be 
the case with Jupiter. ‘ 

The Moon in Leo and Sun conjunct Uranus suggest an auto- 
cratic and independent individual. He classes himself a moody man, 
depressed when things are going wrong and elated by the slightest 
upturn in fortune. In a similar vein he notes: 


I know that my emotions go in peaks and troughs--one of the most 
dangerous aspects of my character--but even that knowledge cannot 


abate the enthusiasm, or cure the depression.’ 


Moodiness is a Lunar trait, but mood swings also relate to Jupi- 
ter (particularly the more extreme sort).

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THE CORPORATION

People fall into two groups: those who work for somebody else and 
those who work for themselves. If you work for somebody else the 
general location of planets in your chart tell where in the corpora- 
tion you best fit in and which jobs are suitable. If you work for 
yourself, the same positions indicate where you are strong relative 
to the running of a business and where you need help. 

Most people have romantic ideas of their capabilities and of the 
jobs or businesses they choose as their careers. When we see a rock 
star, we see the market part of rocking. We do not see the work and 
the sweat that goes into the production. We are all familiar with the 
public manifestations of a business: what appears in the market 
place, the top half of the first chart. We are often unfamiliar with 
what produces the effect, the actions and energies that churn below. 

A simple understanding and overview of the quadrants in any 
natal or inception chart instantly reveals its strengths and weakness- 
es in the world of getting things done for profit. 


THE HEMISPHERES 
Figure A, below, represents the two prime areas of a business: the 
production of the product or service and the marketing of it.

Marketing is what we see: the packaging, the advertising, the 
finished product. Production is what produced that product: the 
acquisition of raw materials, people, and plans that enabled more 
people, energy and design to produce the finished product. 
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In the marketplace, especially with our heavy emphasis on 
competitive advantage and advertising, we seldom see the actual 
product before we buy it; we see the package and the promise. 

A chart with a predominance of planets above the horizon is 
excessively market driven. All its work is either done in public or 
done with respect to the public. It is service driven, not production 
driven. 

A government bureaucrat with Aries rising has all his planets 
above the horizon. He produces nothing but paperwork. The sign 
positions of his planets correspond to above horizon signs which 
sets up an extremely strong synergy of non-productive attitudes and 
skills. 

A poet has all her planets below the horizon. This enables her 
to be productive in her art. Because the same planets are in Market 
signs, she has been able to build an international reputation. 

As a tule of thumb, the signs represent spontaneous and natural 
skills. Houses represent opportunity and habits, as well as skills 
demanded and shaped by the environment. When the natural skills 
fall in "unnatural" houses, the conflict is, in fact, a bonus in terms 
of success. You start early learning what you do wrong. 


SOUTH AND WEST: THE ACTIVITY 
Figure B represents the two main activities within company walls: 
preparation and producing (or manufacture).

Preparation includes creating the plans, raising capital, acquiring 
the basic materials, tools, and skills to produce the product. 

Producing includes the actual manufacture and packaging, plus 
any repair work, or loans that must be taken out to get the product 
to market. 

A woman in public relations has all her planets in the eastern 
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(preparation) side of the chart. The majority of her planets fill 
Capricorn through Cancer. She never stays long enough in a job to 
establish any long-term record of productivity. She is strong at 
preparing resumes and has no difficulty landing a new job after she 
has left or been fired from an old one. She always ends up in Sales 
or PR. 

A young man with a preponderance of planets in the western 
hemisphere and in signs of the opposing (manufacturing) hemi- 
sphere is involved in starting up a computer hardware business. 
Even though he has no Earth prominence he is dealing in the 
manufacture of a product. His Fire prominence gives him the entre- 
preneurial spirit but the manifestation of that spirit is product, not 
service, driven. 


THE QUADRANTS: PROCESSES WITHIN A BUSINESS 


QUADRANT IV: PREPARATION AND PLANNING 

Figure C represents the actual processes a business must go 
through. Note that Research and Development, which includes all 
preproduction planning is in the upper, market hemisphere. The 
astrological message is the R & D must be tied to market needs.

In Figure D, the fourth quadrant signifies the raising of capital, 
issue of equity, and profit from sales. A corporation has the most 
money in the preplanning preparation stage. 

If you have strong planets in this area or in the signs naturally 
connected to it (Capricorn, Aquarius and Pisces), you have a strong 
sense of the market, how to approach people to satisfy and service 
their needs. If you have planets in this quadrant but they are in signs 
associated with other business operations, you may have an inclina- 
tion to keep everything in the planning stage and never get your 
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project off the ground. In a corporation you end up in Research and 
Development if your signs are not in market-signs. You end up in 
customer service, direct selling, or raising capital if they are. If you 
are business for yourself you will be good in retail, the direct con- 
tact with the customer.

If you have malefic planets in the fourth quadrant, you do not 
understand market needs, the market for your wares is small and 
select, or you have constant customer complaints and great difficul- 
ties in organizing your business and creating future plans and 
projects. 

A Saturn transit through this quadrant will force you to face 
problems of retailing, declining profits, customer complaints, after 
purchase breakdowns, and the restructure or reorganization of your 
operation. A company you work for may have to deal with these 
same problems. A Jupiter transit is favorable in this area, bringing 
increased profits, possibilities for expansion, and ease in raising 
capital for new plans and projects. 

A millionaire real estate investor and stock trader has the majori- 
ty of his planets in the fourth quadrant. His business is totally about 
buying and selling in the marketplace. There is no production and 
no advertising. The work consists totally of market research and 
preparation for making trades. Because his sign positions are asso- 
ciated with the first quadrant, he is also involved in property acqui- 
sition and management. 


QUADRANT I: ACQUISITION AND EXCHANGE 

The first quadrant represents the implementation of the 
preparation/production phase of the business: acquisition. This 
includes the purchase of raw materials, machinery and fixed assets 
that go to creating the product. Shipping and receiving and the abili- 
ty to distribute and coordinate plans throughout the organization 
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appear in this phase. Not profit and loss, however, which is the 
fourth quadrant. 

The first quadrant is the capital exchange phase, where money is 
traded for goods of equal value. In other words, no value is lost in 
the process. 

A predominance of planets in the first quadrant or in signs asso- 
ciated with this quadrant (Aries, Taurus and Gemini) indicates a 
person good at trade and negotiation, accounting, and coordinating 
various departments within a company. Malefics in this quadrant 
indicate constant money problems, foulups in communication and 
transportation, and a lack of purchasing ability and accounting 
sense. 

Saturn's transit through the first quadrant is often the time a 
person goes into business for him or herself. This represents the 
start up costs of the business, the purchase of space, equipment, and 
the hiring of people needed to make the business go. The rule is that 
no money must be lost during this period or else the whole business 
will die. Statistics show that eight-five percent of new businesses 
fail in the first five years. Five years is the time it takes Saturn to 
pass through the first two houses of the first two signs, Aries and 
Taurus. 

Any new business must be sufficiently capitalized (fourth quad- 
rant) before it is put into existence. Quadrants I and IV attest to the 
necessity of preparation and finance. But, they do not get the job 
done. 

A young man with a preponderance of planets, eight out of the 
ten, in the first quadrant and in the signs of the fourth quadrant has 
lived a life of perpetual preparation. He has several undergraduate 
degrees, is skilled in art and music, but has never held a full-time 
job. He accumulates knowledge and skill for its own sake. He does 
not put it to work. The difference between him and the millionaire 
above, with whom he is an inverse image, is that the millionaire 
was channeled into a family business. This young man was not. The 
truth is that neither of them produce. The other truth is that the 
millionaire makes money anyway. 

You need not have all the quadrants in your chart filled, but you 
must know how to use the fillings to your advantage. People who 
have no planets or have difficult in the eastern hemisphere do not 
fully grasp the necessities of the first and fourth quadrants. They are 
not self-starters or planners. They are more reactive to the chal- 
lenges and demands of life. 

Spendthrift planets in the first quadrant are not always helpful. 
They incline people to buy equipment they do not need and may 
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never use. They build megabuck headquarters, then fight battles 
with the unions to keep wages down. 


QUADRANT II: MANUFACTURING AND SPENDING 

The second quadrant is the actual manufacturing process. If you are 
in a product-oriented company, this is where the product is made. It 
is also the point where capital is lost. Wages have to be paid, 
equipment has to be repaired. The overwhelming cost in this quad- 
rant is power. Power means energy costs whether they appear in the 
form of oil, electricity, or muscle. Power is what is depleted and 
what begins to drain the capital fund. 

People with benefic planets in the second quadrant are good 
workers and have good relations with the people they employ and 
with the suppliers of the materials that are depleted in the process of 
manufacture. People with malefics have difficulties with same. 

The Saturn transit through this quadrant tests your staying 
power, the quality of your goods or services, and your ability to 
combine people and equipment to get the job done. 

In a service industry, the second quadrant relates to the process- 
es of putting reports and presentations together. The end result of 
this quadrant is generally tangible. 

The poet mentioned above has a concentration of planets in the 
second quadrant and almost nothing in Quadrant I. She need noth- 
ing but pencil and paper on which to produce her work. Her energy 
cost is brain power (Sagittarius). 

In a large corporation, you are best suited to departments that 
favor the house and sign positions of your Sun, Moon, and ascend- 
ant. These are your gifts and talents. 

In your own business, you do well with the above and also 
where your ascendant, Mercury, Venus, and Jupiter are placed. 
You have problems with Saturn, Mars, Uranus, Neptune and Pluto. 

If you are a sole proprietor or professional, your Mars and 
Saturn must reside in self-starting/productive signs or houses, or 
you must have benefics well placed or strong Jupiter and Moon to 
enhance market demand or your understanding of marker needs. If 
not, you have insufficient discipline to get anything done and insuf- 
ficient luck to succeed anyway. 

If you are a creative person, an artist in any field, you must also 
have a strong Mars and Saturn, either by sign or house. If not, you 
do not have the stamina to discipline yourself to produce in good 
times and bad. 

The chef-owner of a restaurant has Sun, Moon, and benefics 
above the horizon: a marketing success, good food and satisfied 
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customers, no problem with competition. Malefics below the hori- 
zon indicate poor food purchasing practices and excessive waste, a 
disorganized kitchen, and undependable help. No one makes 
money, no matter how wonderful the product or service if purchas- 
ing and production are in chaos. 


QUADRANT III: PRESENTATION AND LOSS 

The third quadrant is the market side of production: packaging, 
advertising, consultants for problem solving, the competition and 
what they produce. It is also how you get your products to the 
market place. 

Predominance of good planets in this area or signs associated 
with it (Libra, Scorpio, Sagittarius) indicate an ability to sell your- 
self or your product, a predilection for consulting, and a tendency 
to get into debt. If you start to lose capital during the manufacturing 
process in the second quadrant, you either run out of money or have 
to borrow when you reach this quadrant. Here are the unanticipated 
expenses caused by breakdowns or stiff competition, demands of 
wholesalers, missing links in the distribution chain... 

Malefics in this quadrant by transit or in the natal chart create 
problems of market entry. The Saturn transit through this segment 
will force you to present yourself against stiff competition and show 
yourself to be superior. It is one of the more difficult quadrants for 
the independent entrepreneur to master. The competition kills you. 
Your consultants are worthless. Your equipment breaks down. You 
go into debt. 

In this quadrant you usually need help or give help. Benefics 
give you good help and good advice. You make money from giving 
help and advice. You help people with their entry into the market or 
with their unanticipated costs of production that they cannot mend 
themselves. 

As in the second quadrant, Jupiter can mean excessive expendi- 
tures and too much debt. Saturn can mean not spending enough to 
put your product or service ahead of the competition. You are 
stingy with advertising. 

An electrical parts distributor has a predominance of planets in 
Quadrant III and in the signs of the western hemisphere. He per- 
formed as an intermediary and facilitator of other people's products 
and their product needs. The third quadrant represents consultants 
and connectors. Lawyers provide legal advice. Publishers act as an 
intermediary between the writer and the reader. Advertising agen- 
cies connect the product and the customer. 
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OUTSIDE THE BUSINESS 
Quadrant IV is the actual marketplace. The product on the shelves, 
and the sales and service. 

Malefics in the fourth quadrant mean difficulties finding custom- 
ers or having problems establishing a means to serve and service 
them. Benefics mean a good feel for what people want and need and 
how to provide it for them, good relations with retailers. 

This quadrant has no fire signs in it. Once your product or 
service is in the market place you have no power over it. You must 
wait for the response. Within your company, no power is neces- 
sary. You can design anything you want, provided you have ac- 
quired the capital from the market. If the design does not incorpo- 
rate the demands of the other quadrants, the business will have hard 
times ahead. 

Saturn through Quadrant IV can mean problems with custom- 
ers or the problem of what to do when you have too much success. 
It usually indicates a need to streamline the retail end of the busi- 
ness, renegotiate contracts with your outlets, sometimes close 
stores, and beef up customer service. 

With just a quick glance at any chart, by planet placement in 
the quadrants, much can be gleaned about how a person operates as 
a productive entity in the world of doing and earning. 

A doctor with Neptune in the first quadrant has impossible 
bookkeeping methods. Jupiter and Moon in Quadrant II give him 
excellent skills. With Saturn in Quadrant III, he simply refuses to 
deal with market entry processes: conventional practices and proce- 
dures in the implementation of his skills, building a good reputa- 
tion, positioning himself with respect to doctors with whom he is in 
competition. He has the rest of his planets, including Mars and 
Pluto, in the fourth quadrant. There is an eager market for his skills 
(surgery) but he is incapable of delivering the service needed to 
keep his patients healthy and well. Talent is not enough. Bedside 
manner would help.

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MARKET ENVIRONMENT 
If we look at the business strictly from the environment in which it 
must function, we see that the top hemisphere deals with the 
demand side of economics and the bottom hemisphere with supply. 
The eastern hemisphere is customer oriented: either your 
customers, or you or your business as a customer to suppliers. The 
west hemisphere is the interaction with competition, skill or lack 
thereof in beating the competition either as buyer or seller.

Below the horizon you purchase raw materials, energy and 
labor. In the west you compete for product superiority and for the 
best workers and consultants. The upper half of the chart shows 
how you try to meet the demand better than your competitors, how 
you anticipate customer demand in your product-planning and 
preparation. 


CONTRACTORS AND PRODUCTS 

If you are in a business that services a corporation, an emphasis in 
the first quadrant will put you in the field of mining, agriculture, 
and selling heavy equipment, construction, and land. You are a 
supplier. If your second quadrant is highlighted, you may engage 
the corporation to manufacture a product for you, deal with jobbers, 
provide energy, run an employment agency or a union.

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A distinction must be made between energy costs and materi- 
als. Theoretically, in the process of production, materials never lose 
their value. Even though there may be waste, the application of a 
design to the material increases its value. At worst, it is a wash. On 
the other hand, energy is depleted and must be constantly renewed 
and paid for. In the second quadrant energy is not simply the gas, 
coal, oil, wood, or electricity that powers the machines, but the 
muscle of unskilled labor.

With several bodies in the third quadrant you may be a con- 
sultant, a lawyer, a maintenance and repair person, an advertising 
agency, a wholesaler or distributor. You may also be in a govern- 
ment position that regulates business activity. You may own or be 
employed in a trucking company or as a long-distance carrier. You 
may also be an investment banker or employed in a job that deals 
with arranging finance, particularly in the form of debt. 

If you are a Quadrant IV person you deal on the retail level, 
direct customer contact, customer research, and customer service. 
You may also be part of a financial institution, an investment 
banker, fund raiser, stock salesman or broker. You could be an 
independent laboratory, engaged in scientific research. 


TASKS 
In Quadrant I you are the purchasing agent, accountant, or the clerk 
who posts the day-to-day transactions. You are a secretary, a truck 
driver employed by the company to get the goods from the supplier 
to the factory or from the factory to the distributor and back. 

In Quadrant II you are the quality control man, the stoker of the 
fires, the watch engineer, the plant manager, the foreman, the 
operator of the machine, the laborer. 
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In Quadrant III you are the guy who goes to the bank and gets a 
loan. You take care of the waste and repair. You are the interface 
between consultants and management, between the government and 
the company, between the distribution channels, the advertising 
agency and the product. You are the trainer or the chief of a subsid- 
iary or major party in a cartel. 

In Quadrant IV you are comptroller and the finance officer, the 
allocator of cash, the master of profit and loss, the CEO or a 
member of the executive board. You may also be an engineer figur- 
ing ways to spend that money: dreaming up designs for the car of 
the future or a cure for the common cold. 

Above the horizon you raise money or figure out how to spend 
it. Below the horizon you spend money and try to make it pay. 

Of course, we must always do both. Most of us make choices of 
whether to follow our impulses, our signs, or our opportunities, our 
houses. 

A man with a predominance of planets above the horizon and in 
fourth quadrant signs, went with his Taurus rising and became a 
research chemist for a camera and film company. He would have 
been better in marketing. He has not advanced very far in his many 
years with the company. He would rather be sailing. Our perennial 
student should be in a profession where studying is intrinsic to the 
task: scholar, stock market analyst and trader, writer. Because he 
naturally shuns the market place by house, he may do well by creat- 
ing a market empire from within. 

Specific planets, signs, and houses do give a fine edge to inter- 
pretation. Without the overview, we do not know what they refine.

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FACTORS TONING 
EACH PLANETARY PRINCIPLE 


by Stephen Arroyo 


Each planet represents a specific dimension of experience, and that 
dimension of experience is toned or colored by a myriad of factors. 
In other words, how will each dimension of experience (shown by 
the planets) be toned or colored in your life? When you begin to 
examine all the factors toning each planet, so many things must be 
taken into account that, in fact, you have to use considerable psy- 
chic energy to begin to feel them all at once. The analytical mind 
simply can't cope with such a variety and quantity of variables all at 
once, each of them having an effect in a slightly different degree. 

The following factors all affect a particular planet and thus 
constitute the tones or colorations of a certain dimension of experi- 
ence: 

1) The planet's Sign. This is the fundamental energy wave and 
attunement of the planet in a particular chart, and it is symbolic of a 
dominant mode of expression of that planetary principle. Other 
factors modulate this basic attunement. 

2) The planet's Subtone. This is the Sign position of the planet's 
dispositor, utilizing the ancient rulers only (e.g., a person who has 
Moon in Virgo and Mercury in Sagittarius is a person who has a 
Virgo Moon with a Sagittarius Subtone). 

3) The planet's close Aspects. The major aspects, including all 
30° multiple angles, all noticeably color a planet's expression. 

4) The planet's House position. For example, if a person's 
Venus is in the third house, it is similar to having a Mercury aspect 
to Venus, i.e., a Mercurial tone is added to the basic Venus attune- 
ment. 

One could go on adding various minor factors, but that would 
unnecessarily complicate what is already a very complex picture. 
Eventually, one would wind up having every planet influenced or 
‘toned’ by every other astrological factor! At a certain profound 
level of unity and wholeness, this is of course true. But for the 
practical purpose of chart synthesis, in order to better understand 
specific qualities, energies, abilities, and problems of an individual, 
one must focus within certain limitations and guidelines. One needs 
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to focus on the major reliable factors, especially those that repeat. 

As an example, let's consider a specific chart and focus just on 
one planet. With the Moon in Sagittarius, there is a dominant Sagit- 
tarian tone to how this person reacts to all sorts of things and situa- 
tions. The Moon principle is reaction--how do you react instinctive- 
ly and spontaneously to anything? No matter what other factors are 
toning this person's Moon, there will always be some of that Sagit- 
tarian quality in the way he re- acts to life's demands: bluntness, 
fiery defensiveness, broadmindedness, enthusiasm, tolerance, a 
need to link life's small events to larger issues, an urge to teach or 
to preach, and so on. Hence, the Sign position of the Moon is the 
dominant one, but let us briefly consider the other factors that were 
just mentioned above. 

The Subtone of the Moon: The Moon's subtone is Virgo, since 
Jupiter, the ruling planet of Sagittarius, is in Virgo. So, this person 
has a particularly analytical Sagittarian Moon. Jupiter in Virgo is 
analyzing and trying to figure out why the lunar part of the self is so 
unwarrantedly optimistic, for Virgo can always find numerous 
problems! Virgo is square Sagittarius, after all. It does produce a 
very mental person when both of these signs are strongly energized. 
So, there is a Virgoan tone added to this person's Sagittarian Moon. 

Aspects with the Moon: First and most importantly, the Pisces 
Sun is exactly square the Moon. The Pisces sensitivity is always 
‘toning’ or coloring the more forceful and relatively insensitive 
Sagittarian Moon, while simultaneously the Moon's enthusiastic, 
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optimistic qualities are constantly coloring the expression of the 
usually cautious, introverted Pisces Sun. Mars in Aquarius, sextil- 
ing the Moon closely, adds another coloration of experimentation 
and adventurousness to the Sagittarian Moon, stimulating further 
the urge to travel and the liking for change and excitement. This 
orientation is further amplified by the close Uranus aspect to the 
Moon, another indicator of this person feeling comfortable mainly 
when in the midst of variety, travel, learning, excitement, and 
change of all kinds. (Keep in mind that both Sun and Moon are in 
mutable signs, both of which therefore crave variety and are unusu- 
ally flexible in adapting to changes.) 

These various tones affecting the Moon are so far adding up to 
give a fairly clear and very strong single message. However, when 
one looks at the House position of the Moon, there appears a bit 
more complexity. The Moon is in the Second House, where it is 
usually quite comfortable. (The Moon is traditionally exalted in 
Taurus, the Sign associated with the second house.) However, when 
a person has this second house tone of stability, reluctance to 
change, attachment to routine pleasures, and stubbornness added to 
a Moon that is otherwise just the opposite of those qualities, the 
astrological counselor has plenty of substantial issues and complex 
qualities to discuss with the client. (I should not leave this subject 
without acknowledging that this person has generally made his 
living through teaching, including through workshops and seminars 
that required travel. He has even taught long workshops in foreign 
countries, excellently symbolized by a Sagittarian Moon in the 
second house!) 

Human beings are so complex that, if you begin to talk about 
chart synthesis or chart interpretation, where is the end of it? Each 
planet is so interwoven with other factors and often incorporates 
such a complex of various tones and colorations that the astrology 
student, especially the beginner, often becomes extremely confused 
and discouraged. That is why the chart must always be related to 
specific issues, problems, decisions, and questions that the person is 
involved in. One needs to focus on what is important for the person 
in order not to get lost in endless possibilities. If one tries to do a 
“complete reading" for a person, there is no end to it; it is really an 
absolute impossibility. How could any of us ever sum up such a 
complex, infinite, and ever-changing mystery as a human being?

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PLANETARY TYPES 
by Michel Gauquelin 


My discovery that certain planetary positions at birth correspond to 
certain character traits has important practical consequences. It can 
help us know ourselves and others better. Anybody can learn 
something about another's character if they know the precise 
moment of birth. Of course, astrologers have no doubt about such 
an assertion, which is self-evident in their eyes. However, viewed 
from the perspective of my work, the fundamental question then 
becomes: is the planet in a zone of high intensity or low intensity at 
the time of birth? 

According to my observations, there are four zones of strong 
intensity, which I have called the plus zones. In certain astrological 
circles, especially Anglo-Saxon ones, it has become a habit to call 
these regions of the sky the Gauquelin plus zones, which is flatter- 
ing and, when all is said and done, a convenient means of defini- 
tion. 

The four plus-zones are (1) when the planet has just risen, (2) 
just after it has reached its culmination (its noon), (3) when it sets, 
and (4) when it is at its inferior culmination--the point at an equal 
distance between setting and the next rise (its midnight). A person 
born with a given planet in one or other of these four zones has a 
good chance of exhibiting a psychological temperament associated 
with that planet. But two categories of plus-zones must be consid- 
ered. The strongest correlation between the planet and character 
traits exists when it has just risen or reached its culmination. The 
two other significant positions--when the planet sets or passes into 
its inferior culmination--are also linked with personality, but to a 
noticeably lesser extent. 

If a planet is neither in the process of rising, culminating nor 
setting, it is said to be a zone of weak intensity, in a minus zone, if 
you like. When a planet occupies such a position at birth, it is 
unlikely that the native will exhibit behavior analogous to that 
generally associated with the same planet in plus zones. The person 
will be more likely to show the opposite tendencies of character. 
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THE FIVE GAUQUELIN PLANETARY TYPES 

Our work on character traits has led us to describe five main per- 
sonality types: Jupiter, Saturn, Mars, Venus and Moon. Up to now, 
and in spite of our efforts, nothing significant has appeared for the 
Sun, Mercury and the planets beyond Saturn: Uranus, Neptune and 
Pluto. 

Table 1 lists the character traits most frequently observed in 
people born with Jupiter, Saturn, Mars, Venus or the Moon in the 
plus zones. There are twenty traits for each celestial body. This is a 
very abridged version of the more complete lists published in my 
books. It is relatively easy to increase the number of keywords, by 
thinking of all the synonyms these traits suggest. You can also think 
of traits opposite to these types. These anti-traits form anti-portraits 
which characterize people born when the planet in question is in a 
zone of low intensity at the time of birth.

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Each of the lists of types! is treated as if it were independent, 
that is, without taking into account the influences, either comple- 
mentary or contradictory, which the presence of other planets in the 
plus zones may bring to bear. Thus, the character of someone born 
with Jupiter in a zone of high intensity may be considerably modi- 
fied by the presence of one of the other bodies which is also situated 
in a zone of high intensity. In such cases, you end up with the 
complex temperaments I have described in some of my works, 
temperaments which, of course, are encountered fairly frequently. 

I am rather embarrassed about the dryness of such lists of 
traits. My work Your Personality & the Planets” explores these 
relationships between planets and temperaments in detail. It is 
essentially a practical book: a portrait gallery of celebrities is given 
for each of the planetary types. 


PABLO PICASSO 
When Picasso came into the world in Malaga, Spain, on 25th 
October 1881 at 23:15 hours, the planet Mars had risen some little 
time before. Mars was therefore in the rising plus zone, in the 
middle of the twelfth house. Who can deny the energy radiated both 
from the artist and his work? 
Here are three testimonies: 
It would be marvelous if, one day, Pablo Picasso would pass on the 
secret of his eternal youth; for, at over 90 years of age, he retains 
an extraordinary vitality. The rare visitors who cross the threshold 
of (his) beautiful villa are astounded. The master has never, it 
seems, worked so hard. He draws from four o'clock in the after- 
noon until the middle of the night, without taking any rest.? 
Indefatigable Picasso! Every year yields its quota of paintings. Here 
is the harvest of his 91st year: 112 drawings which stun you at first 
sight with their electrical charge.... The Picasso feast will only 
cease when he does. He works incessantly.* 
It was time to focus once more on the man and the productive mark, 
which he left on everything--even if, with the state of vitality to

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which he brought painting, his dialogue with reality came to take on 

the appearance of an uninterrupted altercation, as Rene Char has 

written.... With him, painting was a permanent exercise.... His 
powers were legendary.... Henry Miller wrote, speaking of Picasso: 

‘I am sure I will meet him one day, ten million years from now, for 

such powers, such energies, remain active eternally'.* 

Picasso is a character of iron, with both its qualities and its 
faults. He is a perfect example of the Mars psychological type. It 
goes without saying, this does not explain Picasso as a whole. I 
agree completely with the French astrologer Andre Barbault who, 
although taking other premises as a base, wrote: 

These configurations as a whole indicate neither that Picasso is a 

painter, nor that he became a multi-millionaire, nor even simply that 

he lived to the age of 90!° 

It is very significant and invaluable for interpretation to see how 
this position for Mars in a plus zone bears witness to the Martian 
basic temperament and normal behavior patterns of the painter 
throughout his life. 


ALBERT EINSTEIN 
My second example represents the Jupiter type. The father of rela- 
tivity was born a few minutes after the culmination of Jupiter, at 
Ulm in Germany on 14th March 1879 at 11:30 hours. Thus Jupiter 
was in the culmination plus-zone, the ninth house. Einstein and 
Jupiter? This might be surprising, for Einstein has become some- 
thing of an archetype of the scientist and, as I have demonstrated 
myself, Jovian traits rarely tend towards science. This is more 
likely to be Saturn. But then, Einstein was not just any scientist. 
Perhaps you are familiar with that famous photograph of Ein- 
stein sticking out his tongue. You may have seen a newsreel of the 
great man clowning about, wearing one of those ridiculous hats 
doctors honoris causa are given in the Anglo-Saxon countries. 
Behind the great man there lurked a perpetual glint in the eye, a 
fundamental irreverence for authority, and an unexpected sense of 
the ridiculous that could unlatch a deep belly-laugh that shook the 
windows.’

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A lover of jokes, Einstein did not spare sarcasm towards the one 
hundred Nazi professors who had met to write a book condemning 
his theory. "Were I wrong," he remarked, "just one professor 
would have been ample to disprove me."® 
In 1920, a German racist group undertook to oppose the theory of 
relativity, which they considered to be a manifestation of the 
"Jewish plot to rot the world." The organization in question there- 
fore hired the Berlin Philharmonic Orchestra's hall in order to 
organize a demonstration against Einstein. The scientist did not 
hesitate to go to the meeting and, sitting in one of the boxes, 
thoroughly enjoyed himself. He could frequently be seen roaring 
with laughter and greeting certain particularly absurd assertions with 
ironic applause.” 

It does not detract from Einstein's genius to say that his extro- 
vert behavior contributed much to his fame. He was not the sort of 
man to stay shut up in his study, once the success of his theory of 
relativity had been assured. 

He is famous, honored by the popular press, a Nobel prizewinner. 
He travels all over the world to explain his theory to listeners who 
are avid to see and hear him. He was drawn into political and social 
activity, particularly the Zionist movement. He supports struggles 
and has himself been attacked. Perhaps as a consequence of this 
social life full of activity, his maturity was less fertile scientifically 
than his youth. !° 

Mocking, joyful, heedless of conventions, daring, never shying 
away from controversy, the Jupiter component in Einstein's tem- 
perament is definitely well-defined. However, this position of Jupi- 
ter for Einstein does not provide a complete explanation of his 
destiny and genius, any more than Mars does for Picasso.

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BRONWYN

PERSEPHONE 

Ihave a myth. It is a sixth house myth, and one of the most sorrow- 
ful. It is related how the goddess Ceres had a beautiful daughter, 
Persephone. One day, she was gathering lilies and violets when 
Pluto, the Lord of the Realms of Death, saw her and fell in love 
with her. He carried her to his own realm, and there she reigned in 
his kingdom. Her mother Ceres grieved bitterly, and the crops on 
earth withered and died because of her grief. 

I write this in the Spring. In my mind's eye I see Bronwyn, who 
had a delicate and ethereal beauty, gathering violets and lilies of the 
valley. The violets matched her eyes, and the lilies made a white 
wreath for her dark shining hair. 

Pluto is the planet which brings us close to the eternal riddles of 
birth and death. In my chart, the Moon opposes Pluto from the 
eleventh house to the fifth, and both form a T-cross with Mercury 
in the eighth. Mercury rules the fifth house. Through the house 
position of Pluto, we have a clue as to the ways these experiences 
will come to us. In my case, it was through the fifth house, that 
most fortunate of spheres, which in the archaic language of astrolo- 
gy rules all of our creations, the most precious of which are our 
children. The eighth house is the natural domain of Pluto. 

All those times in my life when I have been brought face to face 
with the realities of birth and death, this T-cross has been activated. 
Pluto made a square to the natal Moon-Pluto opposition on the day 
Bronwyn died, and a semisquare to his own birth position. 

On the night of her conception, a very strange thing happened. 
We were staying with my grandmother in Yorkshire, and there was 
no one else in the house but my aunt and my 86-year-old grand- 
mother, and the house, solid and built of granite, stood apart from 
all other houses. On that night I heard a baby crying where there 
was no living child, and realized that I was hearing the baby just 
conceived, crying in the astral world. And well might she have 
cried if she knew what life would bring her. 

Hence I happen to know the exact time of her conception, and 
wrote it down. 

She had a short, severely restricted life. She had congenital 
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heart disease, and it was so extreme that she could not go out and 
play like other children, and was forced to live in her imagination, 
to create and to write, and later, when she grew up, to portray all 
grief and all joy to an audience, for she became an actress. She 
was a daughter of fire, and none of her friends guessed that the 
emotions she played on stage were her own. 

My myth was linked with her genealogical destiny, for at the 
time of her conception, the Sun was in exactly the same M.Do as 
my natal Moon.! 


BRONWYN AND MARCIA 

Marcia always said she was fey, and Marcia should have known, 
because if there was ever anyone who was fey in twentieth-century 
America, it was Marcia. 

Marcia Moore: one of the great pioneers of the coming Aquarian 
Age, which is going through its birth pangs now. When the history 
of the occult revival of this time is written, Marcia Moore will 
surely rank very highly. 

Bronwyn first met her at the age of ten, when she had to have an 
operation on her heart. It was the hardest time in our lives. The 
operative mortality at that time was fifty percent, but there was no 
chance of her living without it. 

We stayed in Boston with Laurel Lowell, an astrologer whose 
late husband was one of the famous Lowell family. My father came 
from England to visit, and Marcia Moore put him up in her house 
in Concord. He, a scientist, although accustomed to what he con- 
sidered the very strange ideas of my sister Elizabeth, who had been 
an astrologer since she was thirteen, was amazed and enchanted by 
Marcia's life style, and by her extraordinary grace and charm. 

Her home was a refuge for the homeless, and her husband 
Louis, only twenty-two at that time, seemed like another of the 
young people who gathered around Marcia like bees around a honey 
pot. 

Bronwyn survived that operation, but she was the only child in 
the Boston Children's Hospital who did survive that kind of heart 
surgery during that month. Later, a surgical resident who assisted at 
her operation changed to another field, because "we are losing all 
those children," he said, "and there are five hundred on the waiting

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list." The cardiologist who carried out her catheterization was so 
was so depressed that he later committed suicide. 

They were two of a kind, Marcia and Bronwyn, curiously alive 
and vital, slight and graceful, with dark hair and eyelashes, and the 
sea-blue eyes of the Celt. They did, indeed, seem fey, and they had 
an inner fire which set them apart from others as if they shared 
some secret about the purpose of life. 

In Bronwyn's case there was a tremendous attraction towards 
Egypt. The Fine Arts Museum is close to the Children's Hospital, 
where we took her every year to see Dr. Alexander Nadas, one of 
the early pioneering pediatric cardiologists. Every year, after her 
visit, Bronwyn insisted on seeing the Egyptian exhibits at the 
museum, as if a memory, dim and persistent, stirred beneath her 
consciousness. 

She had her second heart operation at the Mayo Clinic when she 
was sixteen. One of her heart valves did not function, and she was 
continuously in right-sided congestive heart failure. The operation 
helped somewhat, for a time at least, and after leaving high school 
she was able to go to London and work with the La Mama experi- 
mental theater group. "you cannot act," she used to sat, “unless you 
have experienced the pain of life." 


NATAL CHART 
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A few years later Marcia married Mark Douglas, who was also 
a student of the occult. They moved to York Harbor, Maine, near 
enough for me to visit every week. They bought a rambling old 
house with about fifty rooms, right on the picturesque, wild Maine 
coast. There they received guests from everywhere. I took Tam, my 
younger daughter, and Bronwyn to see them every week in the 
summer. 

Just as my life was guided by a chance reading of The History 
and Power of Mind, which had come into my grandfather's antique 
shop and been carried off to read by my grandmother. Marcia's life 
was influenced by some early experiences of her father. He helped 
found the Sheraton Hotel chain, and made a great deal of money. 
For him this was not important, for in his youth he had known and 
admired Alice Bailey, the theosophist, who wrote many esoteric 
books. In Ojai, California there is a place endowed by Marcia's 
father where people of like mind go to meditate and live among 
beautiful surroundings. It is a magical place, with its own Deva (for 
an explanation, you may read the Findhorn story). Krishnamurti, 
the nearest human to being an Avatar, lived there until he died in 
1986. 

Marcia, who married young and often (four times) was raising 
three children when I first met her. She was thirty-four. Her eldest,

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Louisa, was studying the Cabbala with a private teacher, which 
gives some idea what was going on in that household. Marcia was 
then introducing yoga to New England, giving lessons in her home 
and in the prison. At that time Jess Stearn decided to write about 
her, and stayed for a while as a house guest, becoming more and 
more amazed at what was going on around him. Her young hus- 
band, Louis, spent some time each day standing on his head. They 
planted a grove of trees behind the house to be a sacred place, and 
Marcia would sit there almost naked in the winter trying to generate 
heat as the yogas of the Himalayas do. The house was decorated in 
shades of violet, and Hindu sacred pictures hung on the walls. 
Before I met her, she had lived for a time in India, where she met 
the man she believed to be her Teacher. There was always a faint 
perfume of sandalwood in the house. 

After Marcia married Mark Douglas and moved to Maine, they 
wrote Astrology, the Divine Science, one of the most comprehensive 
of the early American texts, and other books on yoga, reincarna- 
tion, and astrological studies. She also began working with perfect- 
ing her technique of regression to past lives. 

Of course we all helped her. Bronwyn's younger sister Tam was 
only eight, but children are good subjects. It may be that the scenes 
which pass before the inward eye are only phantoms of the imagina- 
tion, but they seem so vivid and so strange that it seems impossible 
not to believe that they are true memories. There is also a great deal 
of emotion associated with them. Tam went back to the funeral of 
Queen Victoria, and described how she rode through the streets of 
London in a carriage, dressed in heavy mourning. She knew things 
about the English Royal family which no American child of that age 
could possible have known. There are others doing this work now, 
but Marcia was one of the first. 

Bronwyn went back, as I knew she would, to the time in Egypt 
where her karma began. Akhnaton, the Heretic Pharaoh, had defied 
the priests of Amen and moved his capital to Amarna, and she had 
gone with him. There were other lives, less exotic, but this was one 
which echoed through her childhood dreams in Boston. 

It may be dangerous to dredge up old memories. One must be 
very careful, and request that the material should not be harmful. 
Most people are helped, and Bronwyn was one of these. Like feath- 
ers in the wind the memories pass by, showing wrong pathways 
taken, and errors best forgotten. How did my golden daughter bear 
herself in those days? Death cannot be cheated, but in acceptance 
comes catharsis. 

Eventually it became time for Marcia to move on. Packing 
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everything she owned in a small station wagon, she left for Ojai and 
a new life. 

The Buddhists say that Man has been given three great gifts, 
Work, Pain and Death. They are not usually perceived in this light. 
Marcia was determined to change that perception, and open the 
door to new understanding of the purpose of life. 

There was a group in Ojai who had come together by chance—if 
there is such a thing as chance--and who found out when they were 
regressed that they had all been together in the past. It began with a 
nightmare in which one of them dreamed she was carrying a disem- 
bodied head in a pouch. When she tried to find out what the dream 
meant, she discovered herself living as Mary Shelley. She remem- 
bered that she had been at the party in Italy over a hundred years 
ago when Byron had made the famous proposal that they should 
each write a ghost story, and Mary Shelley had written Franken- 
stein. The head was from a memory of a life in Atlantis, when she 
and Marcia were together. They both worked in the anatomy lab as 
assistants to a mad scientist, who was determined to create a perfect 
human being by taking pieces from people who had died, putting 
them together and trying to bring them to life. From this memory 
she created the character of Frankenstein. 

The most interesting and worthwhile use of past life regression 
would be to discover the history of the human race before there 
were written records, a kind of occult archaeology going back to the 
days of Atlantis and before, if possible, which traced the source of 
civilization. Marcia issued a quarterly bulletin, paid for with her 
own money and distributed to her many friends by mail, asking for 
anyone who thought they had obtained knowledge in this way to 
contact her. Some very strange material came out of her sessions. 


See if you can go back to a time which sheds some light on the 
interests you have today. I'm back in ancient China at the beginning 
of the martial arts. I see a huge courtyard. It's large enough to hold 
two hundred people. There is a group of men here and they are all 
concentrating on the same thing. They perform a kind of dance in 
which they spar with imaginary opponents. They continue for hours. 
All the dancers are students, who wish to become monks in this 
order. It's a matter of life and death. 

I'm coming to the time of my testing. All right, I'll go forward to 
the time itself. The test lasts all day long. I get up at four o'clock 
and dress all in white. From four to six I sit in deep meditation. 

I am ushered into a large building with stone walls. It has a huge, 
square door, eight-feet high. The door closes behind me. As I step 
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forward it is dark with faint shafts of light. I see what appears to be 
a path and follow it. There are traps set up, which test my ability to 
reason and think. Spears and arrows come at me. Knives fall from 
the ceiling. And there are pitfalls. I see the skeletons of students 
who have failed the test. I manage to make my way through this 
room and come to another door. 

I am in a brilliantly lit room. It is filled with various weapons: 
swords, daggers, spears, shields, and so forth. I'm supposed to 
choose one of them. I have to look for a sign that will help me 
choose the right one. I pick up a shovel and pass into the next room. 
Again the door closes behind me. 

This place is dimly lit. It's full of scorpions. There are masses of 
them on the walls and floor. The only way to get through is to beat 
a path with the shovel. I keep pushing them back, and finally work 
my way into the next room. 

This room is a small cube about eight feet high. There are four 
stone walls, and no way out. One wall has two little portholes, just 
out of reach. The only thing I can think to do is to jump up and 
thrust my arms through the holes. I try it. There is a searing pain in 
both arms. But, somehow, my weight has activated a pivot so the 
wall swings back. 

When I emerge I see that both arms have been branded with 
dragons. I am now an accepted member of the order. 


If new information could be obtained from past memories, they 
could eventually be fitted into a whole history. 

"What were you doing when Atlantis fell?” she asked me one 
day as I lay on the couch in her house. 

“I was in Central America, gathering medicinal plants." 

“And when were you an astrologer?" 

"In Babylon, when we observed the stars rise and set, and 
foretold the fates of the royal children by noting the color of the star 
which rose at birth. If it was red, he would be a warrior; if yellow, 
a priest." 

And once I saw Socrates teaching under a tree in Athens and 
knew that I had lived briefly then, and died in my early youth 
fighting the Spartans. 

"You were a famous hetaera, Marcia." I said, “and I used to 
bring my friends to see you, when we were not fighting the 
Spartans." 

God knows where all these visions came from, but they seemed 
very real. 

In Ojai, someone introduced her to ketamine, an anesthetic, 
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which gives rise to altered states of consciousness. "I have found 
samadhi," she wrote, "and gained psychic powers." 

Bronwyn's body finally broke down. She could not be saved, 
even by a third operation at the Mayo Clinic. She lost her will to 
live. It seemed that valve replacements were only lasting about five 
years, and one of the house offices told her she would surely be 
back again to have another valve put in. In the end she gave up 
hope that she would ever get better, and then she died.

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THE LOCAL SPACE OF CARLOS CASTANEDA 


by Steve Cozzi 


The elusive and mysterious teacher Carlos Castaneda, author of The 
Teachings of Don Juan, The Eagle's Gift and six other books on the 
Toltec magical system, is a source of excellent material for reloca- 
tional astrology. 

The life experiences of Carlos are rich with supernatural, magi- 
cal and bizarre episodes which catapulted him into separate realities 
unknown to most people. His books are incredibly entertaining and, 
at the same time, filled with lucid insights on the nature of life. 

One of the main reasons for his sustained popularity is his natal 
Jupiter within one degree of the tenth house cusp in his natal chart. 
His writing ability stems from two sources: his Mercury in Sagit- 
tarius in the eighth house gives him literary flair in writing about 
the mysterious side of life; also, Mercury is quincunx (150°) Pluto 
in the third house of writing, indicating the right amount of stress to 
drive him to express his writing ability. The quincunx, or incon- 
junct, is known as an irritant which can lead to fulfillment. 
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Jupiter conjunct the MC is also Jupiter located in the north. It is 
not to the south because the place of birth is in Peru, below the 
equator. The northerly direction is one of mystery and adversity, 
but with Jupiter there one can receive guidance and protection from 
the various forms of destructive energy. One is made aware of 
certain laws that can act as shields for one's mental and domestic 
well-being. 

Although Carlos doesn't talk much about his early life, we can 
assume that Jupiter's influence was present because of his strong 
philosophical direction. Jupiter also points the way north, for it is 
the planet closest to any of the cardinal points, including the As- 
cendant and Descendant. 

Examine his chart relocated to Los Angeles, where he lived for 
many years. Venus is in a very close sextile (in right ascension) to 
the tenth house cusp, which could in a mild way enhance his popu- 
larity. Uranus squares the same point (2° orb) and produces very 
unsettling and erratic conditions in his life direction. Pluto trines his 
the cusp of his 1st house (1.8° orb), helping somewhat by adding 
depth and resiliency, while at the same time contributing to his 
withdrawn and solitary nature. Mercury square the Ascendant (12' 
orb) is again showing the need to communicate through writing. 
However, the writing of eight books would seem to point to more 
than just Mercury square Asc. 
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In the Local Space map, Uranus is conjunct the east. It is also 
the planet closest to the horizon (6° orb). This makes Uranus very 
powerful in this locality. Uranus is an Air-type planet, and here it is 
in the east, which is also connected with the mental Air element. 
Uranus therefore is most responsible for the continuous outpouring 
of writings over a period of ten years. 

Carlos learned the ancient Toltec system from two teachers, Don 
Juan and Don Jenero. Most of his learning experiences took place 
in two locations: the Sonoran desert in northern Mexico, and 
around Oaxaca in southern Mexico. From careful research, I have 
been able to find the approximate location of Don Juan's house in 
Sonora. Looking at the Local Space map for Carlos in Los Angeles, 
and plotting the azimuth to Sonora, we find Carlos had to travel on 
his Venus line. This Venus line has extra importance, for it is 
within two degrees of the azimuth degree associated with the Winter 
Solstice. Therefore, traveling on this Venus line involves matters of 
the heart, but in a serious way. The Winter Solstice point always 
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gives a Capricorn/Saturn coloring to any planet within three or four 
degrees of it. What in fact happened is that Carlos formed a stable 
relationship with Don Juan, one that continuously brought him back 
for more teaching, even though Don Juan frequently subjected him 
to inexplicable, life-threatening encounters with unknown forces. 
Carlos had to discipline the desires of his heart, and bring his life 
direction into balance. Love is what brought him back; love of the 
path, and of his teacher. On many occasions Don Juan told him to 
follow a path with heart and no other. 

In the Sonoran desert, his Uranus is six degrees away from the 
east, much weaker than in Los Angeles, where the direction is 
almost exact. However, the Sun here is a little less than eight 
degrees from the south. Considering the leadership qualities of Don 
Juan in his never-ending assaults on the ego of Carlos, this may 
point to a possible error in the birth time: making the Sun closer to 
the south. The direction south leads to the place of self-realization, 
and is what eventually happened to the self-image (Sun) of Carlos. 
It was redefined and merged with the real self within (south). 
Uranus trines his 1st cusp here, causing sudden and positive person- 
ality changes. The Node also trines the Ascendant, showing the 
success of personal associations. 

Don Juan asks Carlos to search in his heart (Venus) and find out 
why he wants to learned the Toltec path of knowledge. Carlos asks 
Don Juan if he will at least accept his desire to learn. Don Juan says 
that he will if Carlos can find his spor, that he has a spot of his 
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own, and that he knows where the right one is for Carlos. But 
Carlos must find his own spot for himself, to prove his intent to 
learn. Don Juan explains that the spot is a direction that can vary 
from place to place, that a person will feel strong and happy when 
facing in that direction. The spot also wards off fatigue and offers 
protection from enemies. 

Don Juan does not give any hints to Carlos on how to find the 
spot, but he encourages him to experiment. Carlos then goes 
through a series of body positions while facing in different direc- 
tions. After marking different directions in his mind and with his 
shoes and jacket, at about 3:00 A.M. he thinks he has found the 
spot. Don Juan informs him that it is not the one. Finally, at about 
5:15 A.M. he notices a bluish-green light in a southeasterly direc- 
tion. After he falls asleep on that spot, Don Juan informs him that 
the spot to the southeast is in fact his spot. Looking at the Local 
Space chart for Carlos at the location of Don Juan's house in Sono- 
ra, it can be seen that Venus is in the southeast (325 azimuth), with 
Jupiter 19° further to the south (305 azimuth). 

Jupiter and Venus, the great benefics (as they have been called), 
should give the strength and protection that Don Juan had men- 
tioned. Also, at this time of day, transiting Venus was in an east- 
southeast direction. 

Don Juan also said that there was a bad or enemy spot and that 
Carlos had found it as well. Although the exact direction is not 
given, I believe it to be in the southwest, where Mars and Saturn 
are for Carlos (Saturn 227 azimuth, Mars 234). 

There have been many critics of Castaneda's works. Most of the 
criticism centers around how much was fact and how much was 
fiction. If Carlos was only fictionalizing, how could he have 
guessed at the right location for his spot? 


LOCAL SPACE 

A Local Space chart is simply the planets positions on the natural 
horizon around any person or event. The horizon is exactly the 
same as the compass. The planetary positions are shifted from the 
ecliptic in the sky to the earth's surface, that is, the compass direc- 
tions. The signs of the Zodiac are no longer used in the Local Space 
chart. Instead the 360 azimuth degrees and compass directions are 
used: north, south, east, west, etc. 

The Local Space chart and a regular birth chart do have connec- 
tions. The tenth house cusp in the regular chart (cast for the north- 
ern hemisphere) is the same as due south. The I.C./4th house cusp 
is therefore due north. Where is east and west? The Vertex (VT or 
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VX) in a regular chart is due west, and the anti-Vertex is due east. 
Therefore any chart is based on an axis of three or six angles, not 
four. 

A Local Space chart is good for about a fifty-mile radius. It must 
be cast for your present location. 

Send or call in your present latitude and longitude to Astro- 
Computing in San Diego. In the older Nova, go into mundane sec- 
tion and select Aries house cusps. When the chart is printed, turn it 
upside down so North is at the top, West at the bottom, ignore the 
sign symbols. In the old M-65, select Local Space and Aries house 
cusps, turn around and ignore the signs. In Blue Star, enter Hi-Res 
and select Azimuth. 

An important point to know: the right ascension or MC/10th 
cusp will change one degree for every fifty miles of movement east 
or west. Add one degree for every fifty miles you move east, sub- 
tract for west. Check in the tables for the corresponding ascendant. 

Get a transparency made of your Local Space chart. Draw up a 
floor plan of your home. Place the chart over the center of your 
plan and follow the planetary lines. Then place the chart over a 
good city map centering it on the exact place where you live. You 
can also use it at work, putting it in your office, etc. Make sure you 
line it up in the proper directions, that is, north on the chart points 
to north on the map. 

The way in which a planet will affect you is based on its posi- 
tions and aspects in the natal chart.

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VESTA & HER SANCTUARY

In June of 1989 I visited my youngest child and daughter in Brook- 
line, Mass. I went up there to join her two brothers and sister for 
the day of her graduation at Harvard--a big celebration, it marked 
her freedom from Academe at age thirty. She had completed her 
dissertation, and at last had won her Ph.D. That night, after a day 
of celebration, the two of us stayed up pondering about life in 
general, and on what our real work was going to be. Transiting 
Vesta was quincunx my natal Moon, ruler of my XIth house of 
goals, something I didn't know at the time. 

I stayed over to visit. Next morning I found a brief message 
from my daughter in the kitchen, saying she had gone to run for an 
hour, and that if I felt like taking a walk there was a lovely little 
garden, the Hall Sanctuary, that she knew I would love: “It's not 
far, and it's quiet." She went on to say that no dogs were allowed 
and that there was a gate, but no key was necessary. "Over" was 
written at the bottom of the page, and on the other side was a 
simple map of directions to the sanctuary. As just the word sanctu- 
ary inspires good feelings in my soul, I was very enthusiastic about 
this walk, and after coffee I set off to find it. If it is true that Vesta 
tules sanctuaries, then Vesta this morning was my goal, in some 
mysterious way. 

I walked along Thatcher Street Park and towards the playing 
field to find the dirt path marked on my map. Down this path and 
far over to the right, beyond the people playing ball in the field, 
was the Hall Sanctuary. As I walked I could see a group of small 
boys standing up ahead with their bikes. They were in a huddle and 
I could hear laughter and the sound of their toy pistols as they shot 
into the air. That's a Mars signal, I thought. So Mars is involved in 
this expedition! As I got closer to the boys, this idea that Mars was 
present was reinforced when I noticed a red-head in the bunch. 

To the left of my path was a substantial iron kennel-type fence, 
and through it and the jungly growth I could see an attractive path 
along which at intervals were written notices on stands, set on an 
angle. From what I could see, the whole thing looked enchanting 
and reminded me of The Secret Garden, one of my favorite books 
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as a child. For a moment I was confused and thought my daughter 
had made a mistake, that this was the sanctuary. I asked the boys 
what it was. One answered, "It's closed; there's a gate, but it's 
always locked." The little red-head spoke up: "No, it's not. Come, 
I'll show you." He walked me to the gate and pushed it open, "See, 
it's easy!" Then he added, "It's new." "How new?" I asked. “They 
just opened it a week ago." 

So here was help from Mars behind the scenes. And certainly 
Mercury was involved for now there were two sanctuaries! I had 
just walked into the Amory Sanctuary, and the one my daughter had 
directed me to was the Hall Sanctuary. This new sanctuary was a 
natural and wild garden, with the exception of the neat messages on 
the stands, and the paved path. There was a lovely white rotunda 
under which I stood for a few moments in the center of the col- 
umns. I had reached this surprising place just before noon and had 
seen no one else. 

As I started down the path from the rotunda I could hear the 
voices of a mother and father wheeling their child along the path 
behind me. Suddenly, I was on the ground on my knees in the thin, 
almost invisible layer of mud, wondering what had happened! The 
foreign mother came to help me up. Are you all right? Yes, it's just 
a shock, I laughed. For some reason I've been brought to my knees! 
Saturn had entered the picture--he rules falls and knees and hum- 
bling experiences. As far as I could see, there was nothing more 
than a rather large tear in my nice new slacks. After brushing 
myself off, I continued along the path, taking notes on what I was 
learning about the uplands, the midlands, and the wetlands. It was 
becoming more and more obvious that Neptune was also very much 
present, not only in the wetness of the garden, but in the illusion 
that the path had been safe and slip-proof, when actually covered 
with a thin layer of slippery and treacherous mud. That made sense, 
my Neptune and Mars originate as a conjunction in the XIIth. 

After completing the walk here, I headed for the other sanctu- 
ary, the one that had lured me out in the first place. It, too, was 
lovely. More manicured in places and, at the same time, more wild 
than the one I had just left. In fact, it was so wild and overgrown in 
places, that I got lost inside of it, and was glad to find a place 
where the fence had collapsed to allow escape. 

I had been thinking about what the whole adventure could 
mean. What was it telling me? My Mercury conjunct Pluto knew 
there was a message. There always is. You just have to be patient 
and persistent enough to discover it. If life is an allegory, which I 
believe it to be, we are constantly getting instructions and need only 
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to make them out. I was thinking along these lines when I came out 
through the fence onto a road which eventually led back to the 
playing field. Beyond that, in the distance under the trees, was a 
young girl walking her dog. I was stuck by the dog. It appeared to 
be an exact replica of Josh, the golden retriever I'd loved for six- 
teen years. In those days, Josh and my work were one. He accom- 
panied me everywhere, with his Sun conjunct my Moon in Gemini. 
The three of us were inseparable. 

There he is, I thought. Yes, and no. It's an illusion. More of 
Neptune. And then I saw him kick the grass behind him, having just 
relieved himself. It's Pluto, I realized and suddenly the message I 
was looking for began to make sense. Who was staging this amaz- 
ing happening? It was as though the Cosmos was playing The 
Game, acting out for me, without a word, a whole idea. What better 
way to bring the idea of work to mind than by showing me my pet, 
which was just another way of suggesting the sixth house with all its 
meanings. But what was the message telling me about my work? 
This was something I had to pursue. I had to think and rethink. 

I had been brought to my knees in a sanctuary, a sacred refuge, 
a resting place. This was Vesta's doing. It was as though the 
powers-that-be had insisted that "before you may know what your 
next step is, there is a requirement to fulfill and you will discover 
what this is on reaching the sanctuary." When does one kneel? At 
times of initiation: on taking an oath, when being knighted, etc. The 
whole posture, that of being in a supplicant position, is one that 
implies surrender to a higher power. In kneeling, one acknowledges 
that this higher power exists. 

On thinking back, I realized that the sequence of events had 
been fascinatingly ordered by Mercury, Mars, Neptune, Saturn and 
Pluto. Through symbols associated with these planets I had been 
able to discern meaning. My adventure in the sanctuary had been a 
small allegory, a little story about someone setting out to find 
something. Mercury had put the idea into my head, and Mars had 
lent a hand and opened the gate. Neptune had provided the slippery 
conditions paving the way for Saturn's experience of the fall. Then, 
in the process, I had gotten lost in an overgrown jungle, but had 
fortunately found a surprising and unusual way out, thanks to 
Uranus. It was the way I had found astrology! Then, my visit to the 
two sanctuaries completed, I had seen in the distance up ahead 
(equivalent to the future) a dog, and I'd understood the message, 
thanks to Pluto. But only I could have understood this, knowing my 
chart. 

Pluto rules my Scorpio third of communications, and Saturn is 
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there in 1°09" Sagittarius, in square to the Neptune-Mars conjunc- 
tion in 25-29° Leo in the XIIth. That was it, my real work involved 
organizing and expressing my thoughts about the mystical nature of 
astrology. The time had come to do it, but I also knew perfectly 
well that up ahead an experience was lying in wait for me, one in 
which I would have to humble myself, and I knew it wouldn't be 
easy. That experience, in fact, came within weeks of my visit to the 
sanctuary. It had to do with my Mars and standing up for my rights, 
something that doesn't come naturally. My Mars always finds ways 
of avoiding, or transcending, a confrontation. The experience did 
have to do with my work and, in confronting the demon and in 
going through it, I was given greater strength and wisdom to ex- 
press myself, essential to work that centered on communication. 

Five weeks later, the wound on my right knee almost complete- 
ly healed, the bruise on the left one gone, I wrote about my experi- 
ence. The wound reminded me of it, and the idea wouldn't let go. It 
is one of my favorite messages. With the days, the heart of what I 
am to communicate becomes clearer and clearer. 

In essence, my visit to that twelfth house, the hidden garden, 
had been in its process, prophetic, but it was only by way of astrol- 
ogy that I was able to decode the message. Although still not as 
clear as I'd like to be about Vesta's part in it, I imagine her role as 
provider of the sanctuary and as protector and keeper of the altar 
flame—symbolic of dedication to a higher power--is enough. 
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PROGRESSED LUNATIONS 
A KEY TO DESTINY

Long term forecasting has always been a difficult problem in astrol- 
ogy. The astrologer relies on predictive techniques such as primary 
directions, secondary progressions, solar or lunar returns, and trans- 
its to look into the future. These techniques, however, offer not 
much more than year-to-year forecasting, and shed little light on a 
person's destiny. 

Some long-term forecasting techniques, such as the Saturn 
Return, have been suggested, but they have not proven satisfactory 
and most astrologers have abandoned them. 

Based on my research, I have found the secondary progressed 
lunation provides the key to understanding the long-term prospects 
of a human life. The idea is not new. It was discussed briefly by 
Anthony P. Nelson Page and Wendell Polich, two great astrologers 
of this century, in their article "Rectification of Queen Elizabeth the 
Second's Birth Chart, Part I" Spica, October 1964. They noted that 
the Queen's engagement and marriage was preceded by a pro- 
gressed new moon exactly sextile her natal seventh house Node. 
They commented on the importance of lunations as follows: 

It is a well known fact that all lunations set the pace and are an 

index to much that transpires after their formation for the next 14 

days or years." 

In Part II of the article (Spica, April 1965), they defined the impor- 
tance of the lunation: 

The degree of longitude or declination occupied by the light at the 
exact moment of lunation is of supreme importance. That point upon 
the ecliptic or the parallel acts as a powerful catalyst to any radical 
planet it contacts by aspect. The kind of aspect, whether good or 
bad, major or minor, makes no difference to the catalyst effect of 
the lunation upon that point contacted. It sets loose whatever is 
latent in the planet or planets it aspects, within the period comprised 
between that lunation and the next. The aspects that all the other 
planets form to the radical at that exact time are also highly signifi- 
cant. 
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The importance of the transiting lunation is well understood 
by most astrologers, but its potential for initiating events as a 
secondary progression tends to be overlooked. Page and Polich 
mentioned only the New Moon and Full Moon cycles, which equate 
to fourteen years using the day-for-a-year secondary measure. My 
tesearch leads me to believe the Quarter Moon is also highly effec- 
tive. I suggest, therefore, that a seven-year cycle exists, based on 
the progressed New Moon, Full Moon and the two quarter Moons. 

The method is as follows: 
1) Find the lunation dates in the ephemeris within the range of 
secondary days equivalent to a normal life span. 
2) Back-calculate from the date of each lunation to the day of birth 
for the appropriate age and date. This is based on one day equals 
one year. 
3) Check for any aspects formed between the lunation and natal 
planets. 
4) If a natal planet is impacted by the lunation, the nature of that 
natal planet will dictate the “tone” of the seven-to-eight years fol- 
lowing the lunation. 
5) When there are no aspects between the lunation and radical 
planets, look for aspects formed by other progressed planets to the 
natal bodies at the moment of the lunation. 

Jupiter and Venus bring good fortune, while Saturn, Uranus, 
Neptune, and Pluto cause depression, accidents, humiliation and 
loneliness, respectively. in the ensuing years. 

For example, if a progressed New Moon aspects natal Saturn, 
the prospect for the native's following years is dim. Just the oppo- 
site will occur if natal Jupiter is aspected by a progressed Quarter 
Moon, for this can herald a good seven-year period. 

The aspects used include the 15° aspects, as well as its multiples. 
Antiscions and parallels of declination are also effective. In general, 
the orb of an aspect should not exceed 35'. 

I have examined a large number of natal charts and this method 
has proven to be highly successful both for the analysis of a native's 
earlier life and for long-term forecasting. 

The following case studies of famous people, whose lives will be 
familiar to the reader, illustrate the potency of this method. (Note 
that each aspect listed in the following is made to a natal body.) 
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1, PRESIDENT JOHN F. KENNEDY

(a) Progressed New Moon on 19th June, 1917. (effective from March 1938 
to May 1946.) 

Partial Eclipse 27°39' Gemini, semisextile Saturn (orb 28'). 

Main events during this period: 1941-1945 served in the Navy. In 1943 his 
PT-boat was rammed by a Japanese destroyer. 

(b) Progressed Quarter Moon on 27th June 1917 (effective May 1946 to 
August 1953). 

Quarter Moon: 5°24' Libra, semisquare Mercury (orb 11"); parallel Venus 
(orb 13'). 

Main events: Elected to the House of Representatives in 1946, elected to 
Senate in 1952. 

(c) Progressed Full Moon, 4th July 1917 (August 1953 to March 1960) 
Eclipse: 12°18' Capricorn, opposite North Node (orb 11'); 15° Saturn 
(orb 7'). 

Marriage in September 1953. Underwent complex back surgery in October 
1954. Failed to gain nomination for Vice President in August 1956. 

(d) Progressed Quarter Moon, 11th July 1917 (March 1960-December 
1967). 

Quarter Moon: 18°36' Aries, sextile Mars (orb 9'), 15° Pluto (orb 15'). 
Elected President in November 1960. Bay of Pigs failure in April 1961. 
Increased the Vietnam military mission in October 1962. Cuban missile 
crisis in 1962. Assassinated in November 1963. 


2. PRESIDENT LYNDON B. JOHNSON 

Born 27th August, 1908 at 5 a.m. LMT, 30N04 98W40. 

(a) Progressed New Moon on 25th September 1908 (November 1937 to 
July 1945). 

New Moon: 2°07' Libra, semisextile Mars (orb 4'), square North Node 
(orb 19'). 

Main events during this period: elected to the House of representatives in 
1937, defeated in Senate race in 1941, briefly in military action with the 
Navy in December 1941. 

(b) Progressed Quarter Moon on 3rd October, 1908 (July 1945 to Febru- 
ary 1952) 

Quarter Moon: 9°38" Capricorn, semisextile Moon (orb 3'), opposite 
Saturn (orb 30°). 

Campaigned for U.S. Senate, won closely contested race. 

(c) Progressed Full Moon on 9th October 1908 (February 1952-June 1959) 
Full Moon: 16°10' Aries, square Neptune (orb 10'). 

In 1955, suffered a severe heart attack, nearly died. 
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(d) Progressed Quarter Moon on 17th October, 1908 (June 1959-August 
1967) 

Quarter Moon: 23°22' Cancer, parallel Mercury (orb 1'). 

Elected Vice President in 1960. Assumed Presidency in 1963. 

(e) Progressed New Moon on 25th October 1908 (August 1967-December 
1974). 

New Moon: 1°28' Scorpio, sextile Mars (orb 34'), 105° Neptune (orb 7), 
trine North Node (orb 20'). 

Committed U.S. to full war in Vietnam. Announced decision not to run for 
President in 1968. Died in January 1973. 


3. ADOLF HITLER 

Born 20th April, 1889 at 6:30 p-m. LMT 48N15 13E03. 

(a) Progressed New Moon on 8th May, 1889 (effective November 1906 to 
November 1913). 

Quarter Moon: 17°50' Taurus, parallel Mars (orb 15‘), parallel Saturn 
(orb 15‘) 

His mother died in December, 1907. Moved to Vienna, failed examina- 
tions, and lived in poverty. 

(b) Progressed Full Moon on 15th May, 1889 (December 1913-J uly 1920). 
Full Moon: 24°35' Scorpio, parallel Neptune (orb 9"). 

Enlisted in Army, 1914. Wounded in thigh, October, 1916. Poison gas 
casualty (eyes) in October, 1918. 

(c) Progressed Quarter Moon on 21st May, 1889 (December 1913-July 
1920) 

Quarter Moon: 0°58' Gemini, conjunct Neptune (orb 7'), 15° Mars (orb 
25'). 

Discharged from Army in 1920. Riot in Munich in November, 1923. In 
jail 1924.. 

(d) Progressed New Moon on 29th May, 1889 (May 1928-July 1936) 

New moon: 8°28' Gemini, quincunx Jupiter (13'), 

Nazi party gained in 1930 election, Became Chancellor in January 1933, 
Became Fuhrer of German Reich. 

(©) Progressed Quarter Moon on 6th June, 1889 Guly 1936-April 1943) 
Quarter Moon: 16°13' Gemini, semisextile Mars (orb 9"), 15° Neptune 
(orb 23'), semisextile Venus (orb 27'). 

Occupation of the Rhineland in 1936. German troops occupied Austria in 
1938. Occupied Czechoslovakia in 1939. World War II started in 1939, 
Defeated at Stalingrad and in North Africa in 1943. 

(f) Progressed Full Moon on 13th June, 1889 (April 1943-January 1950) 
The Full Moon at 22°41' Sagittarius forms no major aspects. Progressed 
Saturn square natal Mars (orb 2'). 

Attempted assassination, July 1944. Suicide, April 1945. 
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4. CHARLES LINDBERGH (partial) 

Born 4th February, 1902 at 2:30 a.m. CST, 42N30 83W03. 

(a) Progressed Full Moon on 22nd February, 1922 (effective May 1920 to 
April 1928) 

Full Moon: 2°60' Virgo, conjunct Mercury (orb 9"). 

In May 1927, he made the first solo, non-stop flight across the Atlantic. 
(b) Progressed Quarter Moon on 2nd March, 1902 (April 1928-December 
1935) 

Quarter Moon: 10°56' Sagittarius, 15° Mars (orb 23'), 75° Moon (orb 
1’). 

Son kidnaped and killed in 1932. 


The birth chart of Adolf Hitler often puzzles astrologers because 
it does not show any indication of his monstrous conduct in his later 
life. The truth lies in the progressed lunation. Luck struck when his 
natal Jupiter was impacted by a progressed New Moon in 1928, 
which prompted his meteoric rise to power. In 1936, when his natal 
Mars was stimulated by a progressed quarter Moon, his attacks on 
neighboring countries started World War II. Hitler's life was close- 
ly punctuated by these progressed lunations. 

Kennedy and Johnson.each brought the United States further into 
the Vietnam war under the shadow of Mars. One ended up assassi- 
nated, the other mortified. Similarly, Charles Lindbergh took to the 
sky when his native Mercury was illuminated. These cases provide 
convincing evidence of the effectiveness of the progressed luna- 
tions. 

The accuracy of the progressed lunations can be improved if the 
birth time is properly rectified. The aspects the Sun, Moon and 
other planets form with natal angles and house cusps, at the exact 
moment of the lunation, can be significant. Although people born 
on the same day can have similar planetary configurations, the 
degrees on the angles usually differ. 

Dane Rudhyar also noted the importance of the progressed luna- 
tion. However, he viewed it as a progressive revelation of the indi- 
vidual 's latent time clock (see The Lunation Cycle, Aurora Press, 
1967). As the above examples clearly demonstrate, the progressed 
lunation precipitates concrete events rather than simply inducing 
psychological conditions in the individuals, as Rudhyar postulated. 
Rudhyar also failed to recognize the importance of natal planets 
being stimulated by progressed lunations. 


PREDICTIONS 
Using the progressed lunation method, it is possible to examine the 
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birth charts of some political leaders and evaluate their long-term 
prospects, even when the birth time is unknown. The following are 
three examples: 


1. PRESIDENT GEORGE BUSH 

Born 12th June, 1924 at 11:30 a.m. EST 42N16 71W05. 

Progressed Full Moon on 14th August 1924 (effective October 1987 to 
May 1995) 

Total Eclipse: 21°43 Aquarius, quincunx Uranus (orb 17'). 

Bush's cycle is under the influence of Uranus, which foretells many 
sudden events or accidents during his Presidency. 


2) MIKHAIL GORBACHEV 

Born 2nd March, 1931. Time unknown. 45N51 41E31. 

Progressed Quarter Moon on 25th April, 1931 (effective October 1985- 
June 1992). 

Quarter Moon: 4°23' Leo, trine Neptune (orb 8"), 75° Pluto (orb 30'). 
Gorbachev's present cycle started when he was elected General 
Secretary of the Soviet Union. The cycle is mainly under the 
influence of Neptune, which symbolizes chaos and confusion. 


3) DENG XIAO-PING 

Born 22nd August, 1904. Time unknown. 30N28 106E40. 

Progressed Quarter Moon on 15th November, 1904 (effective December 
1989 to February 1998). 

Quarter Moon: 22°14' Aquarius, sesquiquadrate Neptune (orb 15'). 

The start of Deng's new cycle coincided with the June 1989 
Tienanmen massacre in Peking. Neptune also symbolizes disgrace. 
It appears that Deng will not recover from this debacle. 


HE 
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LOVE IS

The joy of learning astrology is that once the basics are mastered 
we have tools for understanding any and every chart. The symbols 
we use are grouped in such a logical, orderly manner that it is 
almost possible to use the planet, the sign it rules and its natural 
house, interchangeably. Zip Dobyns formulated her Astrological 
Alphabet on this premise. Of course, there are distinctions, but the 
three factors are congruous. When they seem not to be, "The fault, 
dear Brutus, lies not in the stars but in ourselves." 

Nothing exemplifies this more than the Sun, Leo and the fifth 
house. The Sun, the most important single factor in the chart, is 
housed in a place that primarily rules fun and games. Procreation is 
the most serious of the fifth house activities, for there appears to be 
nothing profound about the theater, games, athletics, gambling, or 
love affairs. 

The fifth house is the house of love and love affairs, yet in 
mythology Venus is the goddess of love. Astrology does recognize 
Venus as a ruler of love, but the planet has no link to the fifth 
house. A failure of the orderliness of planet, sign, house linkage? 
Not at all if you understand solar love and how it is different from 
Venus love. 

What exactly is love? We say we love our parents and children. 
We love our pets, our home, our favorite foods and special posses- 
sions. Why do we say "love," not "like?" To understand the nature 
of love and the energy involved in loving, the thirteenth chapter of J 
Corinthians in the New Testament gives a complete description. It 
begins: 


"If I have all the eloquence of men or of angels but speak without 
love, I am simply a gong booming or a cymbal clashing. If I have 
the gift of prophecy, understanding all the mysteries there are, and 
knowing everything, and if I have faith in all its fullness to move 
mountains, but without love, then I am nothing at all." 


The chapter continues by listing what love is, as well as what love 
is not: 
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LOVE IS 
kind 
patient 
delights in truth 

always ready to trust 

always ready to hope 
always ready to excuse 
endures whatever comes 

DOES NOT COME TO AN END 


LOVE IS NOT 
rude 
selfish 
jealous 
boastful 
conceited 
resentful 
does not take offense 
takes no pleasure in other's sin. 


The Jove is traits are Leo's positive attributes, while the love is not 
ones are Leo's negative qualities. The essence of love is this: it is 
an outpouring of positive energy. 

The Sun is essential for life. Without it there would be nothing 
alive on earth--human, animal or vegetable. The Sun in the natal 
chart represents life itself, not just the heart (Leo) beating in our 
bodies, but the divine spark of life. Some call it God Within or The 
Inner Light, but whatever name you choose to use it is our link with 
eternity. Notice that the last item on the Love Is list was does not 
come to an end. The fifth house is creations, procreation, recrea- 
tion, and the Creator that part of us which is God. 

The urge to have children, the desire to create, comes from an 
unconscious drive to become like God, to become creators and like 
God to be-come immortal. A part of us lives on through our off- 
spring, and their off-spring, ensuring our immortality. An artist is 
not motivated to paint masterpieces because he wants or needs 
money. He creates because he is driven to create, This is not to say 
that he will refuse payment, but many artists have nearly starved to 
death and still they keep painting, 

All of these drives--to create, to procreate, to overcome death 
itself--are ways of leaving footprints on the sand, a way of leaving 
behind a part of ourselves when we leave this plane of existence. 
We unconsciously want more than the fifteen minutes (of tenth 
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house) fame Warhol mentioned. Being in the public eye may only 
mean momentary fame. Fifth house fame is eternal. 

The urge of the fifth house is to become god-like, to forge a link 
with eternity. The lesson of the Sun and fifth house is that love, a 
positive life, is the key. Norman Vincent Peale was almost on the 
right track with his Power of Positive Thinking, but he fell short by 
ignoring the negatives. To try to teach positive thinking to a nega- 
tive person can increase that person's agony because, when he fails, 
he suffers even more pain and guilt over his failure to master the 
technique. Song writer Johnny Mercer came closer to fulfilling the 
concept with his song, "You gotta accentuate the positive, eliminate 
the negative, latch on to the affirmative." As we eliminate the nega- 
tives, we free up energy to become more creative, to take risks, to 
strengthen and expand the divine spark within. 

Athletics, sports, games, and gambling seem to be incongruous 
with an energy that is essentially spiritual, God-centered. So how do 
they fit into the picture? The object of all these activities is to win. 
Winning is symbolic of overcoming death and thus achieving eter- 
nal life. (If you lose, you're dead.) Some who lack the (Leo) cour- 
age to compete with others, compete with themselves. Complete a 
crossword puzzle, you win! Jog five miles a day without collapsing, 
you win! We set goals and win by achieving those goals. 

The issue, actually, is taking risks, flirting with death. The 
gambler risks his money in an unconscious attempt to cheat death, 
financial death. If he wins, he is compelled to again try to cheat 
death. If he loses, he must gamble more until he wins; otherwise he 
is symbolically dead. He will beg, borrow or steal to stay alive. If 
he comes to the end of his financial rope and can no longer continue 
in the game, he is devastated and disoriented; not only because of 
the financial impact but because he mourns his own symbolic death. 
His link to eternity has been severed. 

To put yourself on stage, at a podium or lectern is an exercise in 
risk-taking, whether it be in the performing arts, as a member of the 
clergy, politician or lecturing professor. These people put them- 
selves in the spotlight where hundreds--even thousands--scrutinize 
every hair, every movement, gesture, every facial expression. The 
roar of the crowd, the applause, the affirmative vote energizes these 
people. When the audience approves of their performance they are 
alive. How apt it is that, when a comedian gets no laughter, he 
says, "I died." Small wonder so many performers become so 
nervous before going on stage. They are in an unconscious struggle 
for eternal life. Acceptance strengthens their link with eternity. 

The kind of love Venus rules is like Madonna, the material 
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woman. It is material oriented. It is gifts, flowers and candy, can- 
dlelight dinners, engagement rings. It is "I knit this sweater for you 
because I love you." It is a wedding ring, a marriage license. Venus 
love is largely external, and nearly involves something tangible. 
Solar love is internal and does not lend itself to material expression. 

Throughout the Bible, light is used as a symbol for everything 
that is positive. Positive traits and behaviors are called goodness, 
righteousness, love, godliness. Darkness symbolizes negativity, and 
is called, among other things, sin. If you are able to put aside in- 
grained religious beliefs when reading the Bible, you will find the 
principals it contains will enhance your understanding of astrology, 
and your knowledge of astrology will help you understand biblical 
concepts more fully. Try substituting the word positive for words 
like goodness, righteousness, love and light. Substitute negative for 
evil, sin, darkness, etc. Discover the concept that God is not a 
father figure (tenth house) waiting to strike you down when you err. 
God is not over us, but is in us. 

In the New Testament, the fourth chapter of J John (not to be 
confused with the Gospel of John), we read in the eighth verse: 
“Anyone who fails in love can never have known God, because God 
is love." Later, in the twelfth verse, we read: 

"No one has ever seen God but as long as we love one another, God 

will live in us." 

The Sun, Leo and the fifth house are religious only in the sense 
that they symbolize our link with God. There is no doctrine, no 
theology, no ritual or Church. Formal religion is a ninth house 
concern. In the broadest meaning, the entire fire triplicity has reli- 
gious undertones. The Ascendant, Aries and Mars represent the 
body, the temple of God, which we are instructed to care for. In II 
Corinthians 6:16, we read, "The temple of God has no common 
ground with idols, and that is what we are--the temple of the living 
God. We have God's word for it.” The ninth house, Jupiter and 
Sagittarius represent the mind, astrologers call it the higher mind. 
And, of course, the fifth house, Sun and Leo symbolize the spirit, 
The Holy Spirit. 

The fifth house, when all its implications are fully appreciated, 
is the only house worthy of being ruled by the Sun. Ultimately, the 
fifth house is the most important house in the natal chart, just as the 
Sun is the single most important element in the horoscope.

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BOOKS CONSIDERED

Book reviews can be frustrating. This includes those written by 
others that I read, as well as those I write myself. No matter how 
insightful, how honest the review attempts to be, it invariably fails 
to provide a taste of the book itself. To remedy this, we intend to 
include fairly lengthy extracts from each book that's reviewed. 
We've done so in the present issue. Don't worry, there's no inten- 
tion of publishing extracts from books we don't like. 

During and just before our sabbatical several books were 
received for review. Six are particularly noteworthy and are re- 
viewed below.

THE GENETICS OF ASTROLOGY: A Study of the Topocentric 
System by Margaret Millard M.D. 1988. 150 pages. Distributed by 
Astro Computing Services, San Diego. $9.95. 

This is a rare, precious book. Its subject should be complex, but 
you'll enjoy this. In the past any explanation of the Topocentric 
System, particularly of Ascensional Transits or MDOs, has strained 
my comprehension. I don't believe I ever fully understood--some of 
the words used weren't even in my dictionary--and in the end I gave 
up trying. 

In a brief 150 pages, Dr. Margaret Millard recounts the story of 
her own life and that of her family. She uses the Topocentric 
System to show how members of a family relate astrologically, 
demonstrating simply and clearly how the various birth charts 
synchronize one with the other in terms of M.Dos. "There is an 
exact contact between the charts of parents and children, calculated 
in oblique ascension, and accurate to within one minute of arc." 

Nothing's really new. Alan Leo, back in the 1920s, described 
aspects "in mundo." He pointed out that when, for example, a 
transiting body reached a particular point in a house, it would be 
conjunct a planet positioned at that point in the same house at birth. 
He was ignored. Then Wendel Polich in the Argentine discovered 
how to determine the exact moment such a conjunction occurs. He 
called it an Ascensional Transit. Except for the efforts of Alexander 
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Marr, who calls it an MDO}!, and a few others, this has also been 
dismissed. The problem is there's no zodiacal contact, no Signs to 
interpret, nothing for the symbolists to mythologize. Yet it's diffi- 
cult to ignore what Margaret Millard has to Say. 

This is a story. There are formulae, to be sure. Calculated 
examples are given. Yet it's never dull. In the hands of a born 
Story-teller, finding the poles of a house becomes relatively simple, 
even (dare I say it?) interesting. If you wish to understand the 
Topocentric System, the basis for it, how to calculate the houses, 
the rationale of the M.Do calculation, and so forth, this book is 
excellent. The explanations are clear. There are many worked 
examples. 

If you don't care to learn anything about the system, but you do 
enjoy reading about someone's personal life and the interactions 
between members of the same family, especially when the various 
charts are presented along the way, this book is great. Skip the 
numbers and read it straight, as a Story. You just might be reading 
the book that brings Synastry into modern times. 

Perhaps you're with me. I'm not too certain we all have to 
understand the spherical trigonometry involved in calculating MDos 
or Topocentric Primaries. There are a few computer programs that 
provide them at a touch of a button (Alexander Marr's program is 
excellent). We should, however, test their value and make use of 
them if they work. The evidence presented here is that they do.

MOON SIGNS by Donna Cunningham. 1988. New York: Ballan- 
tine Books. 312 pages plus an appendix with extensive tables. 
Donna Cunningham usually writes about fairly intensive topics. 
Healing Pluto Problems discussed grief, child abuse, alcoholic 
families, guilt and resentment, and how to heal these effects. The 
Present book, Moon Signs, is a departure for her. It's a mass market 
book for novices. 

The book attempts to introduce the uninitiated reader beyond 
Sun-sign astrology to a Slightly more complex subject in a Painless

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and entertaining manner. The tables in the back, ranging from 1920 
to 1999, will enable the reader to locate their Moon sign. There are 
also methods for calculating the exact degree of the Moon, for 
finding outer planet aspects to it, and for identifying crucial transits. 
The lunar phases are particularly well covered. 

The book is not intended for advanced students, yet it can be a 
useful resource for clients, beginning students and families, taking 
the uninitiated that one step further. It is well written and covers a 
fairly extensive ground.

PLANETS IN LOCALITY by Steve Cozzi. St Paul, Mn: Llewellyn 
Publications, 1988. 297 pages. Paper. $12.95. 

Local Space Astrology is one of the newer directions in which many 
astrologers are heading. In early 1976, when I wrote an article for 
American Astrology about one aspect of the subject, relocational 
astrology, it seemed to be an unexplored territory. Yet only a few 
months later Jim Lewis conceived and brilliantly created 
Astro*Carto*Graphy, which has taken the astrological world by 
storm. Around the same time Michael and Margaret Erlewine were 
writing their ground-breaking The Astrology of Local Space, which 
was published in 1977. They combined celestial positions with 
directions on the globe and introduced a whole new dimension to 
the subject. 

Since these early days an increasing number of astrologers have 
turned the wilderness into a veritable Jellystone Park. Steve Cozzi's 
Planets in Locality with its sub-title of "Exploring Local Space 
Astrology" is just the book of maps and directions the new explorer 
needs. 

Local Space Astrology itself is really not so new. In fact, it's 
astrology in its oldest form: a person-centered astrology that needs 
no Zodiac, no houses, no aspects, not as we usually think of these 
contemporary adjuncts to our royal science. It is taking us back to 
our very beginnings, to an astrology of risings and settings. In 
Neolithic or Megalithic times, long before the Greeks formulated 
the horoscope, much as we know it today, observers were very 
aware of the moment, and the direction they should face, to view 
eclipses, the rising of Sirius just before dawn, the Pleiades at 
culmination, and other meaningful celestial phenomena. The stone 
and earthen reminders of their knowledge are all around us: at 
Stonehenge and Avebury, at Carnac, on the Outer Hebrides, in

Ireland at Newgrange, at the great rectangular Plaza of the Pleiades 
in the Peruvian desert at Nazca, in the Egyptian temples aligned 
with the midwinter sunrise, on the snowy Big Horn mountains in 
Wyoming, at Cahokia on the site of modern St Louis...the list is 
endless. These memories of a long-ago knowledge are found 
throughout the world. 

By the time civilization dawned most of this knowledge had 
disappeared. Churches are aligned towards the same compass point, 
and the Moslem is very aware of the direction of Mecca, but in 
general the old ways are long forgotten. The Chinese geomancer 
and Feng Shui practitioner is perhaps an exception, but that's not 
our Western way--who in these modern times considers locating a 
south-facing home in a valley with three hills about it, close to a 
stream? 

Steve Cozzi's book is about all of this, and much more besides. 
He combines the latest findings of Local Space and Relocational 
astrology with Feng Shui, Geomancy, and the astrology of the 
ancients. There are mysterious forces which surround and influence 
our lives, and these are not all of an obvious astrological nature. 
The Ch'i energy lines known by the Chinese are not so different 
from the magnetic energies dowsers recognize. The book discusses 
Possible grid systems overlaying the earth suggested by Ptolemy, 
Sepharial, Johndro, J ayne, and others. 

There is a thought-provoking chapter on planetary influences in 
the home itself. Is that persistent odor in the back of your cellar an 
effect of your natal Pluto? Are your tomatoes winning you prizes 
because they were planted in the southeastern corner of your gar- 
den, the direction in which natal Venus lies? Is that frustrating traf- 
fic snarl you encounter each morning on the way to work where it 
is because you're Crossing your Mars line? How do you avoid it? 
Cozzi explains it all. There are examples and interpretations. 

Relocational Astrology is dealt with both in terms of the direc- 
tion in which to travel and the relocated horoscope itself. There are 
clear explanations of the calculations involved, with complete inter- 
pretations. 


sarily complex. Thankfully, Steve Cozzi is able to convey an 
immense amount of information clearly and simply. 
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There are five horoscope examples: the local space of Carlos 
Castaneda, Albert Einstein, Benito Mussolini, Napoleon, and Mark 
Twain. The discussion of Castaneda's chart is reproduced in this 
issue, starting on page 34.

BOOK. Sebastapol, CA: CRCS Publications, 1989. Paper, 181

This book is intended for beginners. I recommend it also to every 
astrologer who teaches a beginner's class. 

It is so much simpler and sensible to present a new student with 
just twelve principles; not the 1,440 combinations that derive from 
ten planets and twelve signs and twelve houses. Actually, Arroyo 
reduces the complexity even further by placing his primary empha- 
sis on the four elements--fire houses and so on. 

This has to be the smartest approach for teaching novices. The 
beginner usually arrives with some knowledge of the differences 
between the twelve Sun signs. Build on this. Not only will they 
instantly begin interpreting their own birth charts, but the likelihood 
of attending future classes is greatly increased. And that is very 
important; few professional astrologers survive without their begin- 
ner's classes. 

I do have some reservations about the increasing use of the 
twelve-lettered astrological alphabet. Zip Dobyns first popularized 
it. Arroyo emphasizes it here. It is an approach which reduces a 
related sign, house and planet to a single principle. Mars, Aries and 
the first house represent such a principle, for example. It can be a 
valuable shorthand, one said to facilitate chart synthesis, but as with 
any simplification it has its dangers. I was first made aware of the 
problems inherent in this method when I read the statement (not in 
this book) that "Leo natives more than any others have the greatest 
love for children." Such obvious twaddle (and poor English) comes 
from mindlessly reciting "Leo is the fifth sign and the fifth house is 
the house of children, therefore..." 

For Stephen Arroyo “effective chart interpretation revolves 
around tuning into, understanding, and then illuminating the major 
life themes of the individual." Astrology is preeminently a language 
of energy, involving five factors. In his order of priority, these are: 
(1) The elements as the energy substance of experience, 

(2) The signs as the primary energy patterns which indicate specific 
qualities of experience, 
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(3) The planets regulating energy flow and representing the dimen- 
sions of experience, 

(4) The houses representing the fields of experience wherein specif- 
ic energies are most easily expressed and most directly encountered, 
(S) The aspects which reveal the dynamism and intensity of experi- 
ence as well as how the energies within the individual interact. 

This book is subtitled "Guidelines for Understanding the Essen- 
tials of the Birth Chart." It is an easily understood handbook, which 
aims to guide the reader "to think astrologically." The focus is on 
the major interpretative factors in the birth chart, excluding (what 
Arroyo considers to be) the trivia that (he says) can only confuse. 
The explicit, concise interpretative guidelines are expressed in rela- 
tively simple language. 

For the beginner, it is very good. Arroyo certainly achieves his 
Stated intention of presenting his ideas in a clear concise form. The 
book is effective and easy to read. It can only give beginning 
students a firm basis on which interpretative skills can be built. 
What's more, it provides the teaching astrologer with excellent 
tools. Stephen Arroyo has produced a very useful book. An extract 
from it begins on page 18.

ASTROLOGY IN ACTION by Paul Wright. Sebastopol, CA: 
CRCS Publications, 1989. Paper, 237 pages. $12.95. 

I enjoyed Paul Wright's previous book The Literary Zodiac. 1 like 
this too. 

The intent of the book is to demonstrate how astrology works in 
practice. The main section gives the charts and profiles of sixty- 
seven people, all well known. Each is about two pages in length. 
The author attempts in these Profiles to show how complex person- 
alities can be broken down and understood in terms of three or four 
major chart factors. This is well done. The brief lives are interest- 
ing to read, and the key factors in the birth chart are clearly identi- 
fied and interpreted. 

Many of the examples represent data new to me. As each of the 
charts is said to be accurately timed, these are worthwhile additions. 

There are two other sections. The introduction summarizes the 
meanings of the signs and planets and discusses chart synthesis. As 
the author writes well and bases his interpretations of the planets 
and signs on empirical findings rather than on past literature, this 
makes for interesting reading. The outer planets, Uranus, Neptune 
and Pluto, are studied in a Separate section. Uranus and Neptune 
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are considered in terms of their detailed meaning and then in terms 
of the cycle that began when each was discovered. The chapter on 
Pluto includes an interesting discussion of the curse of the Stuart 
kings who ruled from 1371 to 1788, which highlights the hereditary 
dimension of astrology. 

Astrology in Action is very readable. It presents astrology in a 
clear, down-to-earth manner. The approach of providing many 
charts with details of the native's life and an interpretation of the 
birth chart is unfortunately unique. Like Paul Wright's previous 
book, this is obviously the product of long research. It is a well- 
written, insightful addition to the astrologer's library. A sampling 
from it begins on page 3 of this issue.

WRITTEN IN THE STARS by Michel Gauquelin. Harper & 
Row, 1988. 256 pages. 

Michel Gauquelin's book combines, what he describes as, the best 
of his first two books. L'Influence des Astres was first published in 
1955, Les Hommes et Les Astres in 1960. They are now available in 
English, at last. Updated results are included. 

Both supporters and adversaries of astrology frequently refer to 
the Gauquelin effect or to the Gauquelin plus zones. His two early 
books are classics yet, although they are often cited in astrological 
literature, few astrologers have actually read them. The reason for 
this is simple: before now these important books were not available 
in English. Those of us who have difficulty reading French can now 
read these fundamental works. 

Part I: The Best of L'Influence des Astres, describes Gauquelin's 
methodology, his first positive findings with the data of 576 
members of the French Academie de Medecine, his successful 
replication of these findings with 508 notable doctors, the Mars 
effect for well-known sportsmen, and the Eminence effect. 

Part II: The Best of Les Homes et les Astres, describes the skep- 
ticism his initial findings received and how he responded to this 
challenge by replicating the original results in four other European 
countries. There are details, both for French births and for those in 
Belgium, Germany, Holland, and Italy, of the analyses of doctors, 
scientists, sports champions, military men, politicians, actors, 
painters, musicians, journalists, writers, company heads, and self- 
made men. 

The extensive appendices provide a guide to the methods used, a 
listing of sources of the data, and critiques of the statistical work of

Paul Choinsard, Karl Krafft and L. Lasson. The book includes 
introductions by Professors Hans Bender and Hans Eysenck. There 
is also a postscript by Geoffrey Dean. 

Gauquelin's approach to his research is a model of the scientific 
method. He describes the problems he faced with the data, with 
demography, with statistical analysis, and how these were solved. 
Sources, results and conclusions are given. Everything is explained 
clearly. 

The findings, that a diurnal effect exists for the Moon, Venus, 
Mars, Jupiter and Saturn, but not for the Sun and the other planets, 
have aroused considerable controversy in both scientific and astro- 
logical circles. The scientific establishment--with some notable 
exceptions—refuse to accept any of it; orthodox scientific thought is 
seriously threatened. Astrologers frequently include Gauquelin's 
work as a defense against the uninformed skeptic, but otherwise his 
findings have been ignored. Check out most books published in the 
last thirty years, the period since the first publication of these re- 
sults, that describe the house meanings of the planets. Look up 
Mars in the XIIth house. Is there any suggestion, for example, of 
the possible athletic or other success Gauquelin's results indicate? 

Since writing the two books combined in Written in the Stars, 
Michel Gauquelin has published several books in English. Although 
the later books do refer to the results contained here, they lack both 
the detail and the spirit of these originals. Here we have a fascinat- 
ing account of an impartially conducted study that may be the first 
step to proving the validity of astrology. You should own a copy. 

A brief extract from Written in the Stars starts on page 21.
